Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the office action mailed 
on 6/30/1 1 .Applicants' arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicants argue that claim 45 has not been incorporated 
into claim 46 because Seq. ID. Nos. 1 and 2 are only primers as provided in Example 1 . However, Example 1 teaches that these 
sequences, which form a part of Formula I (see page 1 7of the instant disclosure) is complementary to a primer. 

With respect to the 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph, the specification does not define the 8 contiguous amino acids. Thus, within the claimed 
context, it is vague and indefinite as to the location of these 8 contiguous sequences( overlapping or not) given no definition or antecedent 
support from the as-filed specification. 
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
